PRATE FEEDING INCREAS¬ 
ES POULTRY INCOMFx 

By a simple method of crate 
fattening on a ration of finely 
ground home grains boiled pot 
atoes and sour milk, there is no 
reason whatever why a very 
large percentage of the poultry 
marketed should not be made to 
qualify for grade Special and 
Trade A, and thus return to the 
farmer a better revenue, states 
a circular on ‘Poultry Revenue’ 
issued by the Dominion Dep¬ 
artment of Agriculture. There 
is an evident need for thia 
circular as only 23-93 per cent 
of the chickens inspected in 
Canada during a recent period 
qualified for grade A. and the 
reason for this verv small rcr 
centage was that the chicken.* 
were not sufficiently fattened 
before they were marketed. 

There are various fattening 
mixtures that give good results 
but, as the circular explains, the 
point is to make use of the feed 
produced and available on the 
arm. The, best results will be 
obtained if the birds are put 
in disinfected crates four or 
five weeks before marketing. 
The crates should be put in re¬ 
asonably warm quarters free 
from draughts and the birds 
should be fed morning and 
evening, and the following ra¬ 
tion is recommended: equal 
parts bats, wheat, barley or 
buckwheat. Add boiled potat¬ 
oes a t the rate of one-third of 
the total weight of the meal 
niture. Mix with sour milk so 
that the mixture wiV pour 
eas.ly. Further detailed infor¬ 
mation on crate fattening may 
be secured by wriingth the Pub 
licity land Extension Branch* 
Dominion Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, Ottawa, for Paraph- 
Met No. 125 on preparing poul¬ 
try for market, or information 
fmay be obtained from the var 
| ious provincial Departments of 
Agriculture. The crate feeding 
of the birds places the pxoduc- 
tion of poultry on a substantial 
financial basis. i

JAMES LIND M.D,

Juuica Lind was a doctor. As 
a young man. he joined the nav 
al medical service at a time 
\.h n sailors lived in overcrowd¬ 
ed clamp cabins, on a diet of 
rotting meat and mouldy bisc¬ 
uits LinJ wrote: “The number 
of seamen in time of war who 
die of shipwreck, capture-fam¬ 
ine, fire and sword is not incon 
sideraHu in respect of such as 
are destroed by the ships dis¬ 
ease.; and by the usual malad¬ 
ies of intemperate climates.” 

Und is remembered today 
because ho devote, 1 mos^ of 
his life to the study of sclirvy. 
About the middle of the eight 
cc ith century, he published his 
book on scurvy. That he had 
an excellent opportunity of 
studying the disease is evident 
when wc learn that one out of 
five cases admitted to the nav- 
cliarge. suffered from scurvy. 

Scurvy had been kown l • 
centuries, and many methods 
of treatment had been deivised 
Lind was dead by the time the 
Admirably issued an order, in 
1795, that a ration of lemon 
juice be supplied to all ships 
of the fleet. From this date, 
scurvy disappeared. 

This early work of Lind 
was one/ of the first effort 0 , 
which linked a definite disease 
with the lack of some essential

Philadelphia, Nov. M—Dic¬ 
tatorship is founded upon the 
belief that the people can be 
actuated solely by hope of mat¬ 
erial rewards, declared Dr. R. 
C. Brooks, professor of political 
science at Swarthmore College, 
in an address at the Frankford 
Friends’ Forum on Nov 3rd. 

“The dictator believes,’’ said 
Dr. Brooks, “that masses of 
men may be driven by force, 
cajoled by one-sided propogan- 
cla, seduced by purely material 
rewards. lie gambles that cour¬ 
age, intelligence and unselfish¬ 
ness are extinct in the human 
race. . . That this is not so is 
b.st proven by the fate of dic¬ 
tatorships in the past. It is lik¬ 
ely to be proben anew in the 

not too distant future. 

Violence is apf the greatest 
ol the evils which develop under 
dictatorship, the professor also 
1 olnted out.— Christian Science 
Monitor.
